COMMISSION MEETING ENDS ON POSITIVE NOTE 


Adams quizzes count

In Monday morning's Coffee 
County Commission —_ meeting, 
Dwight Adams, a member of a 
group of people calling themselves 
the Taxpayers Defense Committee, 
quizzed the commissioners concern- 
ing the $57,054.00 recently recov- 
ered by the commission office. 

His question was why the funds 
had not been discovered sooner than 
they were, 

Adams was told that the check 
written to the county in 1988 was for 
excise taxes collected for the county 
by the state. However, the check was 
never received in the mail or, if it 
was, it was misplaced and was never 
cashed or deposited. 

Mr. Adams' motives for being at 
the meeting was questioned by Com- 
missioner Jim Dubose. 

He asked Adams if he had tried to 
obtain any information concerning 
these funds prior to coming to the 
meeting, ‘ 

“Is your purpose in coming here 
to find out the facts or is your pur- 
pose to get your picture in the 
paper?” Dubose asked. 

“If your purpose is to gather the 


facts, you could have done that with- 


out having gone through all this,” 
continued Dubose. 

Adams was told that any and all 
information concerning county busi- 
ness is, and would always be made 
available to him, but he would have 
to come to the commission office in 
order to obtain it, 

During the course of the conver- 
sation between the ‘commissioners 
and Adams, he express concern 
about the bookkeeping procedures - 
“that you can lose $57,000 and ap- 


proximately $20,000 and you can 
not find it until it's called to your at- 
tention and then you find one and 
still haven't found the other.” 

Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton told Adams that they, the 
commission, would be glad to an- 
swer any questions that the citizens 
of the county may have about the 
revenues, All they have to do is 
come by the commission office. 

“We know you're here just strict- 
ly to harass us - to beat us down,” 
said Eagerton. “We know an election 
is coming up. We know all that 
stuff,” continued Eagerton, “so just 
have your say and move on.” 

Send the taxpayers to us, we'll 
show them anything that they want 
to see. We have nothing: to hide!“ 
concluded Eagerton. 

Prior to the conclusion of the dis- 
cussion between Adams and the 
commissioners, the means by which 
the new jail was being funded sur- 
faced. 

Dubose stated that he felt the tax- 
payer of Coffee County would have 
much rather paid the 1/2¢ sales tax 
for 3 years and got the debt out of 
the way than by the 20 year debt 
they are now saddled with. 

Adams reminded Dubose that the 
courts ruled the tax illegal. 

“If there's been a winner in this 
thing (jail funding),” said Dubose, 
“it surely wasn't the taxpayers of 
Coffee County!” 

With that statement, the commis- 
sion moved on to other matters, 

The Coffee County's Emergency 
Management Agency Director, Char- 
lic Webb, appeared before the com- 
mission, He requested that the com- 
mission's original resolution dealing 
with flood prevention in the county 
be revised to show him as the EMA 
director,

In March '90, Mark Pool, county 
engineer, was named in the resolu- 
tion as the EMA director for an in- 
terim period until a permanent direc- 
tor could be hired. This was done so 
that the, county could participate in 
the federal flood insurance program 

Also, the commissioners were 
asked for their assistance in imple- 
menting a permit program relative to 
the building of new structures in the 
unincorporated portions of the 
county. 

This is being done to prevent the 
construction of buildings within a 
flood plain , thus allowing the owner 
to obtain flood insurance. 

Also, if the structure is to be built 
in a flood prone area, the owner will 


be instructed as to the requirements 
which will have to be met in order to 
obtain flood insurance. 

The commissioners agreed to 
Webb's request. 

Max Hand, Director of the Cross 
Trails Regional Library Service, pre- 
sented a request for $15,178.24 for 
library services in the fiscal year 
1991-92. This is more than last 
year's appropriation. 

The commission was told by 
Hand how funding from the state is 
being prorated and that federal funds 
are being phased out. He said that he 
is faced with the task of finding 
funds to replace these or services 
will have to be drastically cut.

ment by Elba Mayor Fred Moore 
Monday evening, 

Moore announced the arrest of a 
city employee for possession of mar- 
ijuana at noon Monday. He said as 
soon as the legal ordinances etc. 
have been approved, all city employ- 
ees would be subject to random drug

testing. 

Moore explained that the employ- 
ees have been told this is coming 
and if they wanted to keep their job, 
“They better get clean”. He said they 
should have time to get any traces of 
illegal drugs out of their system be- 
fore the policy is implemented, since 
it will probably be several weeks be- 
fore actual testing can begin. 

He added that in the future all 
prospective employees must pass a 
physical exam which will include 
testing for possible drug abuse.

Monday afternoon, a drug search 
by Elba Police and Elba City Offi- 
cials resulted in the arrest of an 18 
year-old city employee. 

Local police aided by a K-9 Drug 


Detection Unit from Enterprise, con- 
ducted a search of all city vehicles 
and employees’ vehicles parked on 
city property.

Jeremy Keith Chandler, a resident 
of 779 Claxton Avenue in Elba, was 


arrested after officers located a quan- 
tity of marijuana inside Chandler's 
personal truck. He worked for the 
city's water department, : 

Both the drugs and vehicle were 
confiscated by the officers. 

Chandler was charged with pos- 
session of marijuana, first-degree 
and was placed in the Coffee County 
Jail. 

After posting a bond set at 
$2,500.00, Chandler was released 
late Monday afternoon, 


Mayor Moore said, “We will con- 
tinue pushing a preventive drug pro- 
gram with city employees and peo- 
ple on the street.” 

The arrest Monday was made af- 
ter a complete search of all city vehi- 
cles and private owned automobiles 
was made by a drug-trained K-9 dog 
from Enterprise. Moore explained 
that a tip that drugs were being sold 
at the city barn prompted the action. 

Moore told city council members 
that the Elba police and the drug dog 
were at the city barn when city and 
utility department crews came in for 
lunch and every vehicle was checked 
by the dog for any signs of drugs. 
The one vehicle was the only one 
causing a positive reaction by the ca- 
nine, 

“Starting at home is where we 
need to begin our efforts to stamp 
out drugs,” the mayor said. He con- 
tinued with “A»month ago I would 
have said I didn't think we had any 
drug use within the city crews. This 
shows it can happen,” 

In what could be bad news for 
Elba citizens, Moore appointed a 
committee to recommend ways the 
City can make up $10,000 a month. 
This amount will soon to be lost 
when the Water and Electric Board 
can no longer transfer funds to the 
City. The utility will need their mon-

State asks court to revoke 
Ziglar's indigent status

Last Friday, August 9, 1991, As- 
sistant District Attomey Al Smith 
filed a motion in the Circuit Court of 
Coffee County to revoke Owen Zi- 
glar's status as indigent. 

In the motion, Smith cites that on 
February 2, 1990, the Honorable 


Jackson W. Stokes was appointed to nam 


represent Ziglar after _ was 
charged with murder in the shotgun 
slaying of Edward Kelly. 

Smith further states that on June 
11, 1991, Ziglar, following his con- 
viction of the lesser included offense 
of manslaughter was sentenced to 20 
years in the penitentiary. He was 
deemed indigent for appeal without 
any further inquiry into his ability to 
pay as provided by Section 15-12-5 
“ode of Alabama 1975 and J. Staf- 
ford Pittman was appointed to repre- 
sent Ziglar on appeal. Rodger Bran- 


num was later appointed as co- 
counsel. 

The. motion contends that Ziglar, 
since his release on $300,000 bond 
on July 26, 1991, is gainfully em- 
ployed and has real and personal 
property consisting of a mobile 

ome and lot with an appraised val- 
ue of $14,460. Also, he is shown to 
have three yehicles registered in his

In conclusion, the motion’ notes 
that Ziglar has had income virtually 
the entire time this matter has been 
pending. He has financial assets. He 
continues to have representation by 
private counsel (Charles R. Drig- 
gers). 

The State asserts that Ziglar IS 
NOT INDIGENT and for the State 
of Alabama to continue to furmish 
him with counsel is a travesty on the 
citizens of the financially stra 
State of Alabama and Coffee 
County. 


W & E Board to upgrade entire system

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board voted unanimously Monday 
evening to discontinue adding flo- 
ride to the municipal water supply. 

The action was taken as the utility 
prepares plans for a major upgrading 
of the entire water system, including 
two additional tanks and one new 
well. 

Presently there is a system in- 
stalled at each of the three existing 
wells to automatically inject floride 
at not more than one part per million 
into the water supply. This is moni- 
tored daily by trained utility employ- 
ees, using approved standards. 

The matter came up for discus- 
sion when board members had to 
make a decision to spend $10,000 or 
$12,000 for housing and equipment 
to inject the teeth building chemical

The Elba City School Board on 
Thursday evening approved a policy 
for biding any tobacco products in 
possession of students, The action 
was taken after a recommendation 
by local Superintendent Charles 
Pearce who concurred with a recom- 
mendation by the state school board. 
The new policy prohibits students 
from posscasing any tobacco prod- 
ucts on school property. This in- 
cludes having tobacco in their auto- 
mobiles, 

Chairman G. A, Lindsey voted 
against the new policy, expressing 
concer the same standards were not 
being applied to teachers, He said 
the teachers were being held up as 
roll models and should be required 
to practice what they preach, 

Board members instructed Pearce 
to canvas other schools which have a 
no smoking policy for teachers and 
present a workable policy for adop- 
tion at the next meeting. Meanwhile 
Pearce is to inform teachers that the 
new policy is going to be adopted

and enforced. 

Pearce said the matter had already 
been discussed by teachers and he 
didn't feel it would receive any resis- 
tance from the teachers, some of 
whom would welcome the incentive 
to quit smoking. 

In other action the board ap- 
proved the hiring of Mrs, Nadene 
Scarborough to teach high school 
science. She is certified and had fin- 
ished out the year as a substitute in 
thal area last year.

During Microwaving?

One lony standing concern with 
microwave ovens has always been 
uneven cooking Kecent studies 


show salt might be a contributing 
factor 

Researchers at the University of 
Leeds, England, tested samples of 
mashed potatoes with varying levels 
of added salt. When microwaved 
(microcooked is the new term) those 
with the most salt did not get hot in 
the middle. This inadequate cating 
could allow harmful bacteria to sur- 
vive (in perishable and high protein 
foods) and cause food poisoning. 

Researchers theorize that salt may 
cause some electrical activity on the 
surface of the food and thereby pre- 
vent microwaves from heating the 
interior of that food 

Will this present problems with 
food that are high in salt? Wall it be 
unsafe to heat or reheat these foods 
in the microwave? No one knows for 
sure but researchers at Pennsylvania 
State University are studying these 
questions, 

Until the data is in, consumers 
should follow these microwave 
cooking practices: 

1. Use a meat thermometer or 
temperature probe to check meat, 
poultry and casseroles for doneness. 
Check the temperature in’ several 
Spols. 

2. Cover foods when cooking in 
the microwave.

WEEDS 

Don't let your garden become a 
wood manufacturing plant! Weeds 
have the ability to produce seeds in 
tremendous amounts, For example, 
one redroot pigweed will produce 
117,400 seeds, 

Some weed seeds have the ability 
to survive for a long time. Ragweed, 
pigweed, curly dock, and other 
weeds have been known to gers 
naie after being buried in the soil for 
38 years. So this is another reason 
why we don't want to let weeds re- 
produce seed in our garden. It will 
come back to haunt us for many 
years. Mow, disk, or spray with 
chemicals, but clean up your garden 
after vegetables are harvested so that 
it won't produce weed seed for next 
years,

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Seven Reasons Why Pecan Trees Don't Produce 


Dan Presiey 
County Agent-Coordinator 

Coffee County has hundreds of 
mature pecan trees around homes. 
Production on these trees is often 
sparse and erratic. Usually, there is 
ho simple reason why a pecan tree 
fails to produce a crop or produces 
poor quality nuts. The following are 
some of the more common problems 
and some suggestions for correcting 
them. 

1. Poor variety. Pecan cultivars 
(varieties) vary quite a bit in produc- 
tion capacity, nut quality and gt 
tibility to disease and other prob- 
lems. For example, a variety like 
Schley, a widely planted papershell, 
will rarely produce a good crop 
when trees are unsprayed, because 
the trees are extremely susceptible to 
pecan scab, In contrast, varieties like 
Sumner, Elliott, Jackson, or Melrose, 
which are currently recommended 
for home planting, are quite resistant 
to the disease and are usually not se- 
riously damaged, 

2. Poor soil. Pecan trees grow 
best on sandy loam soils with well- 
drained subsoil. Growth and produc- 
tion is usually poor on heavy clays 
or on poorly drained soils, and on 
deep sands, unless and intensive irri- 
gation and fertilization program id 
maintained, 

3. Inadequate lime or fertilizer. 
Lack o lime, nitrogen, fertilizer and. 
zine are common limiting factors in 
pecan production in Coffee County, 
Only trees with adequate supplies of 
each of these will consistently bear 
good crops. A soil test is absolutely 
necessary to determine the amount 
of lime needed and is helpful in de- 
termining amounts of fertilizers. In 
general, a good guess recommenda- 
tion for fertilizing pecan trees would 
be to apply five pounds of 10-10-10 
for each year of age of the tree, up to 
a maximum of 100 pounds per tree 
for very large trees. Apply this ferti- 
lizer, plus two to three pounds of 36 
percent zinc sulfate, in February 
each year in a wide circle underneath 
each tree. 

4. Too much or too little water. 
Waterlogged soils where water 
stands do not provide aeration for 
toots. Also, lack of water, especially 
during dry periods of summer, fre- 
quently results in reduced yields and 
quality, and in weakened trees which 
may be less productive in following 
years. Choose well-drained soil, pro- 
vide drainage for excess water and 
keep trees’ watered during dry peri- 
ods. 

5. Poor pollenation. A single, iso- 
lated pecan tree usually won't be ef- 
fectively pollinated, since most va- 
rieties shed pollen either too early or 
too late to pollinate the female flow- 
ers of the same tree. A tree shedding 
pollen early (Type I) such as Cape 
Fear should be planted within 100 
yards of a tree shedding pollen late 
(Type II, such as Stuart). If a number 
of seedling pecan trees or trees of 
several different varieties are already 
growing within a few hundred yards, 
then a tree for pollination is probably 
not necessary. Another reason for 
poor pollination is wet weather dur- 
ing April and May. Rain washes pol- 
len away and may restrict movement 
of pollen by wind. 

6. Overcrowding. Pecan trees 
must have good exposure to sunlight 
to produce good crops. When limbs 
begin to overlap limbs of neighbor- 
ing trees, remove the least desirable 
trees LO prevent overcrowding. 

7, Disease and insect pests. Pecan 
scab, a fungus disease, seriously lim- 
its production on unsprayed pecan 
varieties such as Schley. Even varie- 
ties such as Stuart, Farley and Desir- 
able, which were previously resistant 
to scab, are now being affected, Sev- 
eral other diseases can cause early 
leaf drop and decreased production. 
Elliott, Sumner, and Melrose are cur- 
rently recommended varieties with 
good disease resistance. 

Aphids have been a severe prob- 
lem early this year. | have seen many 
pecan trees dropping leaves already 
because of yellow aphid damage. 
When the pecan tree drops leaves 
early, it tends to put out new growth 
and this is an indication there will be 
very little, if any, production next 
year. If your pecan trees have a 
black mold on them, this a pretty 
good indication that you have had 
aphids earlier in the year. 

Pecan weevils, hickory shuck- 
worms and several other insects can 
limit pecan production, Removing 
and destroying fallen leaves, shucks, 
nuts and twigs are sanitary measures 
which aid in control of many insects 
and diseases. 

Spraying may not be good for 
growers with only a few wees, but

Peanut Situation In Coffee 


County Discussed 
Richard Petcher 
Assistant County Agent 


A few peanuts have already been 
dug in surrounding counties, and 
within a few days to a week we will 
also see a few growers starting to dig 
their peanuts in Coffee County. 
However, for the most part, harvest 
will not be until September and will 
last through October or until frost 
comes. Under moist weather condi- 
tions such as we have had so far this 
year peanuts may mature faster than 
normal, In 1989 we had many pea- 
nuts dug at 123-130 days of age here 
in Coffee County. : 

Again, we will be running the hy- 
droblaster, the machine that helps us 
in the hullscrape method of deter- 
mining when to dig peanuts. This 
will be at the Farm Center. I encour- 
age our growers to come and use this 
machine. It could prove to be a valu- 
able tool for farmers this year. The 
hydroblaster and hullscrape method 
will help you to clearly see how your 
crop has set and the maturity of the 
peanut kernels, This helps in further 
deciding when to dig peanuts. 


Leafspot is the one peanut pest 
under our current weather conditions 
that can explode and prevent grow- 
ers from harvesting a peanut crop al- 
ready. made. I would not advise 
growers to cut corners with their 
leafspot control this time of the year. 
Don't cut the rate or extend the inter- 
val between sprays beyond 14 days. 
In a year like this, a good leafspot 
control program will pay big divi- 
dends, 


White Mold 

White mold is the other pest that 
may Cause serious problems this 
year due to the weather, larger 
acreage planted, and poor rotations. 
lreatments of Terraclor or Terraclor 
plus Mocap can be applied in a nar- 
row band (4 inches) at 50 pounds per 
acre. Insecticides (Lorsban, Dyfo- 
nate) that suppress white mold 
should be applied with a 4 to 6 inch 
band over the row at labeled rates. 


I have also seen a good bit of 
leafhopper injury this year. Hopper 
burn should be controlled when 
more than one-third of the foliage in 
a field is yellowed. Sevin or Orthene 
insecticides will work well for con- 
trolling the leafhoppers that cause 
this leaf damage. 

We are also seeing a great deal of 
damage caused by foliage-feeding 
insects, The majority of the worms | 
am seeing are the fall armyworm, 
corn earworm, loopers, and the vel- 
vet bean caterpillar, A good many 
growers have already had to spray, 
especially where they had previously 
put Out Lorsban. However, there are 
4 good many insects in other fields. I 
would encourage growers to be on 
alert, It is extremely important to 
identify which insect you are spray- 
ing for as a few of these worms are 
very casy to kill. It will give you 
quile a savings to your pocketbook if 
you know which worm you are 
spraying,

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New Musical System Obtained At ESJC 


This fall quarter at Enterprise 
State Junior College, piano instruc: 
tor Barbara Smith will wave her 
magical director's baton at a class- 
room full of aspiring pianists 

The students will begin to play at 
once. But no sound, other than the 
taping of keys, will be heard. 

NO, this is not a fictional tale of 
mystery, intrigue, or horror. It is a 
true story of high technology, 

Thanks to a $120,000 grant from 
Kawai America Corporation of 
Compton, California, the wizradry of 
Dr, George Shaw of the Kawai Edu- 
cation Foundation, and the vision of 
ESJC's Fine Arts Division Chairper- 
son Dr. Richard Snyder, Enterprise 
State music instruction technology is 
the leader in Alabama. 

So, ... how can a room full of pia- 
no students all play pianos al once 
and not make a lot of nose? 

“In Class Piano, everyone has an 
electronic instrument and everyone 
has a headset so each student will 
not interfere with the others,’ says 
Snyder. “Everyone is connected to a 
monitor so the instructor can listen 
to them individually or in groups.” 

“With a digital piano lab, an in- 
structor can give up to 32 lessons at 
one time,” adds Shaw. 

Snyder continues, “Another ad- 
vantage to this type of arrangement 
is that now there are enough instru- 
ments on which students may prac- 
tice outside of class and in a manner 
that will not disturb others.” 

The electronic pianos have 
weighted keys. According to Snyder, 
this provides the touch and feel of 
traditional pianos. Students transfer- 
ring to other colleges, which do not 
have the benefit of this type of in- 
st‘ument environment, will not be at 
a disadvantage. 

Smith, who will be teaching Class 
Piano, says the classroom/electronic 
piano/headset environment will be 
used for beginners and advanced 
music majors. “The keyboard har- 
mony is part of the work music ma- 
jors incorporated into their theory 
class,” says Smith. 

Smith is also excited about the 
traditional studio piano and grand pi- 
ano provided by Kawai. “We now 
have the capability of teaching ad- 
vanced piano as it is taught at the 
major universities with the instructor 
at the studio piano and the student at 
the grand piano,” she says. 

The electronic and traditional pia- 
nos have all been provided by Japa- 
nese-owned Kawai America Corpo- 
ration, the second largest 
manufacturer of pianos in the world. 
They lead in sales of grand pianos 
with the Kawai KG II. 

“Because the Japanese -people 
place a high priority on education, a

decision was made to branch into the 
education area with their business. 
The Kawai Education Foundation 
was formed,” says Shaw, Executive 
Director of the Foundation, 


“In addition to the instruments, 
we have set-up a MIDI lab - Music 
Instrument Digital Interface, It is a 
protocol that allows computers to 
talk to synthesizers, drum machines, 
and sequencers, This was all set up 
so a Kawai instrument is universal,” 
explains Shaw, The MacIntosh com- 
puters, interface system, software, 
and other equipment were also sup- 
plied by Kawai through the grant, 

If class piano seems like magic, 
what the MDI can produce seems 
like science fiction, But it is real and 
it is happening now. 

“The MIDI system allows the mu- 


.sician to expand his sound,” says 


Shaw. “When we connect a synthe- 
sizer to a computer, the synthesizer 
can't ‘remember’ what we put into it. 
Then we can go back and through 
the computer change or move the 
note, lengthen the note, change its 
volume, or change the instrument 
playing the note within the piece.” 

“This technology is new in educa- 
tion, Long before schools were 
thinking about his, the professionals 
were trying it all out,” says Shaw, “It 
is being used now in television, mo- 
vies, and recordings. We need to ed- 
ucation students with this technology 
so they will have the skills when 
they are ready to enter the market- 
place.” 

Shaw was one of those profes- 
sionals. That is how he became in- 
volved with the program at Kawai. 
He attributes a lot of it to his being

in the right place at the right time. 

Shaw is a native of Enterprise. He 
left the area to get his bachelor's de- 
gree in music education at Alabama 
State University. He then went to 
Wayne State University in Detroit, 
Michigan to complete his master’s 
degree. After that he moved on to 
the University of Oklahoma in Nor- 
man where he received his doctoral 
degree, 

From Oklahoma, Shaw traveled 
to California where he became in- 
volved with playing trumpet in some 
bands with such stars as Marvin 
Gaye, Natalie Cole, and Dizzy Gil- 
liespie. . 
He also taught at California State 
University and Long Beach City 
College. It was through Long Beach 
that he began coordinating musical 
stations in a classroom setting. 

His musical/technological innova- 
tions have led to benefits for educa- 
tional institutions nationwide. The 
Educational Program at Kawai 
America was developed by Shaw 
and he later became Executive Di- 
rector of the Foundation. 

When asked if the fact that he 
was from Enterprise had anything to 
do with ESJC's receiving the grant, 
he replied that it, of course, got his 
attention. However, he commented 
the grant proposal was exemplary 
and one he used as an example for 
others to imitate. ; 

But he gives most of the credit to 
Dr. Snyder. “You first need local 
people such as Richard who are will- 
ing to experiment in all this technol- 
ogy,” says Shaw. “You have to have 
@ person in place that can make a dif- 
ference, who is open-minded, who 
wants to look down the roads and 
see where they all meet.” 

“At the University of Alabama 
there is a digital piano lab, but not to 
the extent which I will leave with 
you. Richard and I are preparing a 
custom-designed program based on 
his specs.” y 

ESJC President Dr. Jospeh Tal- 
madge agrees with Shaw. “I want 
everyone to understand about Dr. 
Snyder and his vision and what this 
will do for music students. We will 
be on the cutting edge with this type 
of instruction and you have to have a 
visionary with a concept such as 
this. We have this capability now be- 
cause of Richard Snyder.” 

Not magic, but hard work, oppor- 
tunities, technology, and visions 
combined will put ESJC music stu- 
dents on the road to the 21st century. 

But, this fall quarter, there may just 
be a magical sparkle around the En- 
terprise State Fine Arts Building,

The Elba National Guard unit 
with 91 members is on the list of Al 
abama units destined to be climinat- 
ed by the Department of Army's re- 
duction of forces, 

Also on the hit list in this area are 
units in New Brockton, six detach- 
ments with 18 members; Ariton, 
with 70 members; Daleville, with 59 
members; Headland, four detach- 
ments with twelve members; Troy 
with 50 members and Slocomb with 
137 members, 

The list was made public this 
week, however people closely asso- 
ciated with the National Guard were 
already reporting the prospects of 
Elba being one of those targeted. 

Federal officials have said there 
will be no replacement units to fill 
any national guard armory being va 
cated by the units on the hit list. 

If Congress gives approval for 
this reduction, Defense Department 
olficials have indicated they will an- 
nounce a second round of cuts which 
would further reduce the Alabama 
National Guard by another. 3,000 
troops. 

Elba has been associated with the 
nauional guard since 1922. The 114th 
Ammunition Train was organized in 
Elba on September 16, 1922. The 
designation was changed to the 
106th Ammunition Train, Field Ar- 
lillery on January 16, 1924 and again 
in 1932, 

The unit became Battery “B” 2/ 
117 Field Artillery on April 1, 1975.

state's general fund budget. 

Governor Hunt cast his veto on 
the late night budget passed by the 
Alabama legislature and has called a 
special session for early September 
to consider the matter again. 

Visiting in Elba last week was Al- 
abama Emergency Management 
Agency Director Phillip Hicks who 
called for the Legislature not to 
leave the state without a way to re- 
ceive federal government assistance 
in times of disaster. Hicks came to 
Elba with his comments, reminding 
the members of the media present of 
the 1990 disaster in Elba when flood 
waters hit the community, He ex- 
plained that the budget passed by the 
Legislature last month didn't have 
language which would have allowed 
Elba to qualify for the four million 
in federal disaster money received 
by the city.

Attempted murder charges filed 
against Troy youth in Elba shooting

The shooting of an Elba man over 
the weekend resulted in the arrest of 
a Troy youth, He has been charged 
with allempted murder, 

According to Elba Police the inci- 
dent occurred last Friday night at ap- 
proximately 9:00 p.m, 

Sgt. D. A, Cobb, spokesman for 
the Elba Police Department, stated 
that the 17-year-old youth was ar- 
rested after he allegedly shot Steve
